Insect Pest Scare in Districts Where 
Birds Are Plentiful 


“It is almost a certainty that in the 
southeastern part of Saskatchewan 
where the hoppers. have been most 
peevalent during the last three years; 
conditions will not bé nearly so bad 
this year,” states M. P, Tullis, Com- 
missioner of Field Crops, Provincial 
Department. of Agriculture. “Field 
representatives in that territory who 
have been making surveys report egg 
deposits scarce and there is a feeling 
of oplimism among municipal councils 
and farmers generally. ‘It is. hoped 
that the ‘control measures. employed 
there in. the past, and the work of par- 
asites has reduced the numbers of the 
pest so that the danger period ‘is | 
practically over. s
